If we regard the work of the present 
board without prejudice we must ad- 
mit that, while they may not have ac- 
complished very much, they have cer- 
tainly done somethiug in the direction 
of reform, which is more than many of 
their predecessors have done. 

It is a fact that $60,000 a year in 
boodle has been going into private 
hands for several years past. An at- 
tempt to stop this corruption would 
naturally cause trouble. It is evident 
that the police administration has 
made a determined effort to do away 
with this boodle business, and that it 
is also trying to stgp gambling. The 
games are now closed, and the Chief 
says he intends to keep them closed. 

Right ontop of this desirable im- 
provement, modest as it may be, comes 
a demand for a change—for the re- 
moval of the commissioners. What 
are they to be removed for? If for 
not going far enough with their re- 
form, then we will not object, if the 
complainants are quite sure that they 
can put in men who will do better. 
If, however, they are to be removed 
because they have done so much 
as they have done to purify the city, 
then respectable citizens will most em- 
phatically object to see the city gov- 
ernment playing into the hands of the 
bad element. 

Give the. Police Commissioners a 
show! For the first time in several 
years they seem determined to make a 
bona fide step in the right direction. 
Let them have a chance to prove that 
they mean business. The man who 
refuses to do this lays himself open to 
the suspicion that the reform which 
he so loudly demands is of the back- 
ward variety. 


COMMISSIONER BATES ON SAMOA. 


Recent dispatches from Germany 
have announced that the Government 
of that country is far from pleased 
withthe appointment of George H. 
Bates as one of the commissioners to 
the Berlin conference on Samoan af- 
fairs. Mr. Bates has had an extensive 
experience in the South Seas, where he 
was sent by Secretary Bayard in 1886. 
The reason for the objections of the 
Germans to Mr. Bates may be under- 
stood by a perusal of an interesting 
article on the Samoan question which 
he contributes to the Century for 
April, and which was undoubtedly 
written long before his appointment 
as a commissioner to Berlin. 

Mr. Bates commences by showing 
that, as the result of treaty relations, 
the representatives of the United 
States, Great Britainand Germany 
have, from 1879 to the disruption of 
the municipal government by Ger- 
many, carried on a tolerably efficient 
municipal governmentin the district 
of Apia. He then takes up the ques- 
tion whether intervention in Samoan 
affairs is within the limits of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, and concludes that the 
uniform course of our diplomacy 
negatives the idea that the application 
of the Monroe doctrine is merely con- 
tinental. 


On the subject of our interest in the 
Southwestern Pacific—a subject not 
very generally understood—Mr. Bates 
has the following very conclusive and 
satisfactory.arguments: 


The questio® what interest have we in 
Samoa is a difficult one to answer. 
In the first place, we are committed to the 
Samoans to tee to it that no final disposi- 
tion of their Government shail be made 
without’ gur assent. The diplomatic 
respondence on this subject between our 
Government and the Governments of Great 
Britain Germany, and the conduct of 
our official representatives in Samoa are 
susceptible of no other interpretation than 
that, whether rightly or wrongly, we have 
assumed the Position that no adjustment of 
the internal, affairs of Samoa should be 
made except by the consent ot our Govern- 
ment as one of the three pee 
From this pusition it is impossible us to 
retreat without dishonor. 

Again, intervention is for the 
protection of the persons and of 
our own citizens residing in that country. 
It has been abundantly demenstrated that 
these are not safe with Germany dominating 
a so-called Samoan Government. 

But above and beyond the mere property 
interests of individual Americans is the 
greater national interest for the preserva- 
tion of the neutrality of this up. We 
require a naval and coaling fon in that 
partof the Pacific. No better illustration 
could be had of this than the fact yews 
having in 1887 exhausted the supply of 
which we sent to the harbor of Pago Pago 
during President Grant's Aaministratio 
our single naval vessel at Apia was obli 
to send 2500 miles to Sydney for coal; and 
when events recently required our Govern- 
ment to send , or four war vessels to 
Samoa, it was also to send a 
naval vessel as a store-ship, with coal as a 
deck-load. 


But the crowning interest of the United 
States in P neutrality of 
Samoa grows out of cemmanding posi- 
tion in the Pacific. This has been already 
stated, but can be better appreciated by ob- 
serving it on a globe or map than from an; 
written statement. In a comparatively re- 
cent diplomatic paper Hawall was said to 
be the key of maritime dominion in the 
Pacific. This was true under the former 
conditions of Pacific 3 the direc- 
tion of the trade winds making Honolulu a 
necessary point of call for all vesseis bound 
toand from our western coast; true, to a 
less extent, it still is, even under the ever- 
changing, of transpacific com- 
merce, But even now, of the two great 
steamship lines sailing from San Francisco, 
one finds the most direct course lying be- 
tween the Samoan Islands of Upolu and 
Tutuila.

‘NO ONE,TO BLAME. 


What Naval Officials Say of the 
Disaster. 

"WASHINGTON, April 14.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.] The long and graphic re- 
port of the disaster at Samoa was read with 
a great deal of interest here. Naval officers 
generally were of the opinion this evening 
that no blame could be attacned to any one 
for the loss of ships and life. They were 
not inclined to hazard any decided opinion 
in regard to the handling of the various 
vessels, Commodore Walker, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation and Acting Secre- 

of the Navy, probably voiced the gen- 
eral feeling when he said to an lated 
reporter tonight: 

“Any man who gives an opinion is simply 
guessing. Wedo not know just how mat- 
ters stood, and it would be merely guess- 
work to say what might have been done. It 
is impossible to tell much about it. There 
were some fine men, excellent officers, on 
the ships, and we know that the vessels 
were lost. Admiral Kimberly is a splendid 
officer and a fine man, and Capt. Farquhar, 
and Commander Mullan as well as Capt. 
Schoonmaker of the ogg who lost his 
lite, are excellent officers. They doubtiess 
did allthey could, I think probably there 
is no blame to be attached to any one.” 

Commodore Walker thought the escape 
of the Calliope was largely a matter of 
luck. “She probably owed her survival,” 
he said, “to the fact that she had more 
steam power than the other vessels. The 
dispatches show that she hada very hard 
time working out of the harbor, only 
making about haifa mille an hour. Again 
the Calliope may have been more favor- 
ably placed than the German and Ameri- 
can vessels. Our vessels may not have 
been able to f° against the fearful gale, 
and even it they had been it may be they 
were not able to turn round 80 as to go 
out, But we cannot tell all. It is all 
guess work.“ 

“The management of the vessels,” Com- 
modore Walker said, “seems to have been 
about the same after the hurricane struck 
them. The mistake that seems to have 
been made was in staying inside the har- 
bor, but that wasa case of our hindsight 
being better than our front. The vessels 
may not have had time to get out. There is 
no telling, ~ pe but what some of the 
vessels might have gone down with all 
on board even if they had put to sea. It is 
probable, however, that they would have 


pulled through. But there the judgment of 
the officers would e in, and no doubt 
they did what see best. They may have 


thought the blow was coming up, but that 
they could weather it. They all took the 
same course, and were all caught in the 
same

He had afterward made 
a post-mortem on the body of the 
woman, and found that death had. 
n caused from a nshot wound 
in the side of the head. He thought 
the woman had not moved after she 
was shot. The bullet was found im- 
bedded in the bone, having passed’ 
through the brain. 

The jury after hearing the evidence 
consulted a few minutes, after which 
they returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased, Hortense Vaudoarne,“ alias

ried, came to her death from a gunshot 
wound in the head inflicted with a re- 
volver, and whether the said shot was
